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Tariff Talk--Shipping Bill--The Speakership 
Contest--Ostrich Farming in the U. S.-- 
Social Salad. 


_ Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

W ASHINGTON, January 11.—The long dis- 

eussion of the shipping bill is proving some- 
thing of a disappointr#ent to those who hoped 
for ready action on the tariff. The prospect 
that this week would get most of the im- 
portant appropriation bills ont of the way in 
the House is materially injured by the un- 
expected delay of this bili, and with the de- 
lay of these the tariff is, of course, delayed 
also. Representative Peelle, of Indiana, who, 
though a quiet man, is a pretty close 
abserver, said to your correspondent 
inst ~ight that he feared no tariff legislation 
would be enacted at the present sessicn. 
“You see,”’ he said, “we are not likely to get 
through with our appropriation ‘bills for 
some time yet, and it will take at least twen- 
ty days of solid discussion in the House to 
get any satisfactory action on the tariff.” 
- Mr. Cox, of New York, is a little more 
hopeful. ‘I shouldn’t wonder if they might 
get a tariff bill through the House 
this session,”’ he said, “though it will 
depend of course largely upon what shape it 
comes tous in and what the Republicans in- 
sist upon. ‘the Senate bill seems to bea 
very reasonable dhe, and but for the jealous- 
ies and complications growing out of the two 
bills there would be, 1 think, a pretty good 
show fox it.”’ 

Mr. Cox’s reference to the jealousies be- 
tween the two committees recalls an odd 

story that is foatingabout here. T 
Ways and Means Committee some time since 
called upon the Chief 
of Statistics to make up for its use In 
framing the tariff bill a comparative table, 
showing the present tariff and the rates pro- 
posed by the Tariff Commission in_ parallel 
tables, reducing the compound duties to a 
sing!e standard so that thie comparisoncould 
be made accurate, and giving also In each 
ease the amount of importations of the arti- 
cle in question. The work had taken a great 
deal of time and labor, and when completed 
afew days ago was tound to be extreinely 
valuable. The Ways apd Means Commiitee, 
delighted with the stock of genius whieh 
had given them this exceilent aid in their 
work, were bowling along with their 
bill, hoping to get it out ahead of the Senate 
Commitiee,when the clerk of the House com- 
mittee was nonplussed one day by the ap- 
pearance of the messenger of the Senate 
committee with a polite note asking him to 
furnish the Senate committee with a copy of 
the comparative report from Mr. Nimmo, the 
chief oi the Bureau of Statistics. This was 
a stunner, 30 to speak, and the clerk afore- 
said pondered for some time, debating what 
to do, but finally sent a polite note saying 
that he could not furnish the coveted docu- 
ment. This aroused the ire of the Senate 
cominittee, and the result was, to make a 
long story short, that a resolution went 
whirling through the Senate next day, order- 
ing the Public Printer’ to furnish to the Sen- 
ate Committee one hundred copies of the said 
document, which had been committed to 
him with great exclusiveness by the House 
committees nepresentatives. He furnished 
them, too, and the result was that the Sen- 
ate committee's bill was, reported a week or 
more ahead of the Hotise committee’s bill, 
aud Wien it was printed there was attached, 
for the benetit of all concerned, a full copy 
of the coveted comparative table afuresaia. 


_...., THE PRESENT BESSION OF CONGRESS | 
"Ss bids fair to be a memorable one, for at least 


one reason, the promptness with which busi- 
ness is pushed forward. This is the fifth 
week OL actual Work, and by the time it is 
enued tle House will have passed the agri- 
cultural appropriation bill, the Post-oftice 
bill, the consular and diplomatic bill, the 
Indian bill, the District of Columbia bill, the 
arivy bill, the coast defense bill, the 
pension bill, aud probably the naval appro- 
priation bil. The reservation is made in 
regard to the last mentioned bill because 
theie is no telling how much or how little 
discussion hiay arise over it. The policy of 
the coninittee is to appropriate a good round 
sui at tiis session for a navy, and that poli- 
cy may be vigorously combated by the minori- 
ty side of tne Llouse, though of that there is 
no ceriaiity. All of the bills named above, 
excejt the Jast three, had been passed by the 
close oi last week, and on Saturday Mr. 
Robeson in conversation with your corre- 
neon indicated that these would be about 


the task otf the House for this week. 
With these . passed there will re- 
three more appropriation 


bills to be acted on in the House. 
Nothing is yet determined regarding the riy- 
er and barbor biil, but it is probable that 
the receut report of the Secretary of War to 
the House, showing that there will remain 
$5,0 0,000 on hand for river and harbor pur- 
poses at the end cf this year, will settle the 
question against it, and instead of that a 
special Mississippi River bill wiil be report- 
ed. ‘Ihe friends of the Mississippi haves 

desired to establish this sort of a precedent, 
by which they might get a special annual 


amount to $5,500,000 per annum. Ostrich 
growing seems, from the reports of the Con- 
suls on the subject, likely to be quite as 
profitable as orange farming in Florida, in 
whieh many Washingtonians have great 
faith. An estimate furnished the State De- 
partment puts the profit from the feathers 
alone at something enormous, while those 
who have investigated the subject say that 
the climate and soil of Southern Califor- 
nia and Texas seem quite similar to those of 
no Africa, whele they do extremely 
well. 
A PARLIAMENTARIAN. : 

The announcement that J. Guilford White 
has been admitted to practice at the bar in 
the Ohio courts calls to mind some interest- 
ing facts about this young man. He has 
been for a long time on the floor of the House 
in some capacity, and is now emploved as 
clerk atthe Speaker’s table. His ostensible 
duty is to dd general service for the Speaker 
—pass up bills from the receptable beside 
the desk, watch the clock and the dial on 
the Speaker’s desk and see that the member 
speaking does not run over his time, and 
a hundred other little duties of this 
sort. Heis, however, really a very valuable 
man for a much more important work, bame- 
lv, in decisions of parliamentary questions. 
He has a special faculty in this regard, having 
his mind well stored with decisions and 
rulings of various Speakers and_ chairmen, 
and being thoroughly familiar with the rules 
of the House. When the committee of the 
whole is in session he is invaluable. He 
stands or sits close beside the chairman, 
prompting constantly, a him how to de- 
cide this or that question, informing him that 
the gentleman from so-and-so is out of order 
and must be hammered down, and putting 
the words in his mouth with which he con- 
ducts, in many eases, the most ordinary busi- 
ness of legislation. 

THE TARIFF. 

The country is to be flooded again with 
talk upon the tariff. Last session there were 
oceans of it, so to speak, but it seems that 
there is to be more this session. The Senate 
willin a fewdays take up the tariff bill and 
the flood-gates will be opened.

I asked him 
whether a certain face powder which I had 
seen largely advertised was injurious in its 
effects. 

“Very,” said he, slowly; “it is very 
largely composed of bismuth, and the effect 
of bismuth was horribly exemplified by the 
death of that actress in the South the other 
day from using too much of it. Still, women 
use it In lavish quantities without a thought 
of the consequenees.. However, there is not 
half the danger to our women from these ex- 
ternal poisons that there is from the poisons 
that go beneath the surface.” 

“Well,” I said, with that knowing air that 
usually accompanies entire ignerance, “I’ve 
heard a good deal of talk about that sort of 
thing, but I never believed any of it,

‘‘But do you mean to say that that habit 
was followed by New York women?” 

‘“‘Assuredly. We sola morphia in enormous 
quantities, always, of course, on a physi- 
cian’s prescription. It is no safeguard to 
prohibit the sale of the poison unless author- 
ized by a doctor, for the doctors rre the very 
men most to be feared. The French women 
of fashion used to cary a litule bottle covered 
with an ingenious network of silver and gold 
with an injecting needle in the end. It was 
often worn as a personal ornament, and few 
people suspected that it contained morphbia.” 

‘Do they still use the drug?” 

“Not morphis. That has gone out of fash- 
ion and another and far more dangerous 
poisou hascomein. Arsenic is now the pet 
drug. Its consumption during the past few 
years has increased twenty fold. A woman 
is debilitated and run down from one cause 
or another and her physician gives her arsen- 
icasatonic.

A MEXICAN CHRISTMAS. 


A Gambling Fiesta Carried on by a 
Priest. 
Guaymas (Mex.) Cor. Boston Herald. 


Christmas under the palms isa very differ- 
ent affair from Christmas under the ~~ 
For a Christmas, as we understand it, ice 
and snow and blazing fires are essential. The 
orange tree, beautiful as itis, willnot serve 
as a Christmas tree; there must be‘ miracle 
to gatisfy us, and the oranges made to grow 
on spruce, hemlock or pine. Our northern 
Christmas is but the Yule-tide of our Pagan 
ancestors rechristened, and perhaps the cele- 
bration of southern races may have a more 
legitimate pedigree. But a little Yankee 
boy, who had been here only afew weeks, 
could not be induced to regard it as Christ- 
mas, but persisted inspeaking of it as the 
Fourth of July. Christmas is not a legal 
holiday in Mexico. The Government does 
not recognize the church holidays, and, goin 
the other way, seems rather inclinec 
to frown on them all. Many of the shops 
were closed in the afternoon, and people ap- 
peared dressed in their Sunday best. 

Every city in Mexico has its annual fiesta, 
oumnaliy in celebration of its patron saint. 
The distinctive feature of a fiesta seems to be 
that things regarded as wrong at other times 
are regarded as right then. Thus, gambling 
is strictly forbidden at other times, but dur- 
ing a fiesta it is licensed ind made public. 
The privilege of running the gambling es- 
tablishments and other special entertain- 
ments is leased out by the municipal author- 
ities. The annual fiesta of Guaymas comes 
at Christmas and lasts through the week. 
The parish priest of Guaymas leases the 
privilege and farms it out te different par- 
ties, much tohis interest. He is a queer 
priest. He is the most skillful gambler in 
Guaymas, and he publicly keeps a mistress, 
Roman Catholicism in Mexico isa very dif- 
ferent thing from whatit is in the United 
States. The priests, according to all ac- 
counts, are generally of a kind with the 
Guaymas padre, consequentiy thereis but 
little respect for the church among the peo- 
ple, and in Guaymass, with 7,000 inhabitants, 
there is but one church, and that is in a half 
finished, dilapidated state. 

The Guyamas fiesta takes place in a square 
at the edge of the harbor, near the custom 
house. strolled down in the evening when 
it was in full blast. The bay with the water 
stirred by a brisk breeze, looked in the bril- 
liant moonlight like a sheet of frosted siiver 
in its setting of sombre mountains. The little 
right with the light from some- 
thing like a half-dozen booths of wooden 
framework, covered’ with cloth or with 
matting. In each a gambling game was going 
on; either reulette or monte. All were 
crowded. In the largest booth, four roulette 

ames werein progress. Everybody was out. 
‘ine prettiest senoritas from the first families 
were looking on. The priest’s mistress was 
pointed out tomeinthe crowd. She worea 
white mantle and had a Madonna face, with 
large, lustrous black eyes. Laborers from 
the railroad stood shoulder to shoulder at the 
tables with leading merchants and dons. 
wheezy band of half a dozen pieces 
was playing, but its noise was 
clink of the 
silver dollars as they rapidly changed hands 
under the lively betting. ‘The ericans 
layed generally with grave faces and some- 
imes with nk ete excitement, the Mexi- 
cans with nonchalance. A monte tab'e was 
surrounded by a crowd of gabbli.g China- 
men, who betin hordes, and, when one of 
them staked his money ona certain card, 
all the others would also vile up their silver 
onthe same. At some tables women were 
playing, and in one tent the banker was a 
woman. Her game was called *‘La roleta 
moderna, dedicada al beilo sexo” (the modern 
roulette, dedicated to the fair sex). There 
were three colors, green, white and red— 
those of the republic—and the wheel revolved 
with a rattling noise on the wall,a poin

Strange to Our Eyes.

What the eye discovers in Japan may be 
recorded, yet that is but the fringe of the 
mantle that covers the inner life of any peo- 
ple. The home and the fireside communion is 
not vouchsafed to the foreignerin Japan. 
Courteously.and politely as he may be treat- 
ed, he stilliskept at a pelite distance from 
all the intimacies of home life that dis- 
tinguish the people of the western world. 

There are so many notions and acts that 
seem to be spontaneous with this people that 
are so directly opposite to the received ideas 
of the western world that one is amazed 
at the apparent indifference to many 
matters considered to be of prime importance 
elsewhere. Here you shail see as you jour- 
ney on the Tokaido, the great artery of 
travel of the empire, the peasant women 
naked to the hips, and the limbs uncovered 
above the knees, and without a thought that 
itis not the most natural thing in the world. 
These women nurse their children without 
the thin disguise of covering the head of the 
infant and the fount at which it draws its 
life.. When the cold demands that they don 
warm clothing for their comfort they put it 
on. Whenthe heat oppresses them they 
bare their shoulders and breasts and limbs to 
the breezes, Unconcerned as if no eye rest- 
ed upon them, they go about theirdaily labor 
and household duties in that state of undress 
that would shock the life out of a fastidious 
woman of the western world. 

The men do likewise, only more so. A 
cloth is tied about their sturdy brown bodies 
and hangs in as graceful folds as the Roman 
toga, but there is little concealment. On the 
street, in the house orinthe field as many 
can be seen in this attire as more completely 
dressed. Children, entirely naked, are run- 
ning about as unconcerned and unnoticed as 
if it was enjoined on them to do so. Now, 
all this seems so far away from what ic 
should be that it causes astonishment when 
first witnessed, but a repetition of the sight 
soon familiarizes one to it—so much so that 
it almost loses its singularity.
